JOINT RESOLUTION N0O. 42.
To amend section 3 of article XT of the Constitution, relating to
municipal corporations and their indebtedness.

Whereas at the biennial session of the legislature for the year
1909, an amendment to the Constitution was propased and agreed
to by a majority of the members clected to each of the two
houses, which proposed amendment is as follows:

“Resolved by the Scnate, the Asscmbly con~urring, That sec-
tion 3 of article XT of the C'onstitution be amended to read:

SectioN 3. It shall be the duty of the lerislature, and they
are hereby empowered to provide for the organization of cities
and ineorporeted villages, and to restrict their power of taxa-
tion, assessment, horrowing money. contracting debts, and loan-
ing their credit, so as to prevent abuses in assessments and taxa-
tion, and in contracting debis by such municipal corporations.
No county, city, town, village, school district, or other munieipal
corporation shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner
or for any purpose to any amount, including existing indebted-
ness, in the aggregate exceeding five per centum on the value of
the taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the last assess-
ment for state and county taxes previeus to the inenvring of
such indebtedness. Any county, city, town, village, school dis-
trict. or other municipal eorporation incurring anv indebtedness
as aforesaid shall, hefore or at the time of doing so, provide for
the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest
on such debt as it falls due, and also to pav and discharge the
principal thereof within twentv years fromn the time of contract-
ing the same: crecnt that awehep suel Spdebtedress is incurred
in the cequisition of lands Du citics, er by counties having o
population of 150,000 or over, for public. municipal purposes, or
for the permancnt improvement thereof, the city or county incur-
ring the same shall. before or al the time of so doing, provide for
the eollection of a direct annuval tar sufficient to pay the interest
on sueh debt as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the
principal thercof within a period not erceeding fifty years from
the time of contracting the same:’’ now, therefore, he it

Resolved by the Scnate, the Assembly concurring. That the
foregoing proposed amendment to the Constitution of the State
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of Wisconsin be, and the same is hereby agreed to by this
T.egislature.
